(1) Do not plant near or under large trees 
or shrubs. Wet marshy ground is unfavor- 
able as is soil with high alkalinity. Other- 
wise if roses can receive at least a half day 
of sunlight they will have few complaints 
about where they are planted. 


(2) Dig holes approximately 10’ to 12” deep 
cmd 16” to 18” wide. 


(3) Avoid the excessive use of strong ferti- 
lizers or manures about the roots at time 
of planting. A cupful of any standard brand 
complete fertilizer mixed with the soil at the time of 
planting is safe and advantageous. 


Where the soil is poor or bad, the use of mountain soil 
is advised. Mix 25% Peat Moss with the soil. Leaf mold 
may be substituted for Peat Moss with good results. 


(4) It is helpful to make a cone of the above soil mixture 
in the bottom of the hole. Then spread the roots out 
evenly, placing the apex of the roots on the top of the 
cone, then pull the rest of the soil mixture in about the 
roots, shaking the bush back and forth slightly as you 


Planting Helps for Your Success 


Nature alone cannot take care of transplanted stock. 
You must do your part. 


Brief Pointers On Planting New Rose Bushes 


Leave the graft or bud union about 1” below 
ground level. Pull in the rest of the soil and stomp around 
the bush with both feet to compact. Then let the hose 
run slowly for a very short time, enough to soak thor- 
oughly, then pull the rest of the dry mixture about the 
plant and leave it that way. 


do so. 


(5) These bushes then will not need water again for 
quite some time, probably not at all in March or April 
unless the soil about the roots begins to approach dryness. 


(6) Now prune the bushes back to within 6” to 8” of the 
ground. It is very helpful to cover the canes now with 
burlap squares and leave covered until the buds have 
sprouted an inch or more. Then they may carefully be 
removed, 


(7) During the middle of April dust the bushes thoroughly 
with Rose Dust. For best results repeat every 10 days 
or two weeks. 


(8) After the bushes have been planted for three or four 
weeks put about a handful of fertilizer about each 
bush and rake in lightly, then soak down. For best 
results repeat every two weeks during May and June. 


HOW TO HANDLE UPON ARRIVAL 


Take care of your nursery stock immediately upon its 
arrival. Check carefully to see that sizes and varieties 
you ordered were shipped. 

If possible, plant at once when shipment is received. 
f conditions are unfavorable for planting, heel the plants 
in the ground. 

Select a well drained location. Dig a trench deep and 


wide enough to hold the roots without crowding. Unpack 
the plants, cut all strings and place the roots in the bot- 
tom of the trench. Spread out the plents so the dirt can 
fill in about the roots. Regardless of whether the soil is 
dry or wet, put sufficient water in the trench to pack the 
soil firmly about the roots to exclude air. Then heap 
more soii on the roots.

LOCATION. Our nursery is located in the heart of Arkansas, 40 miles from Nashville, one of the 
leading peach centers of the United States, 35 miles south of Hot Springs and 25 miles west of 
Arkadelphia, Arkansas, on Highway No. 8. Our soil is adapted to growing fine nursery stock with 
a perfect root sytem. It is our aim to produce stock our customers will be proud of and at the very 
lowest prices possible. 


WE PAY POSTAGE on all orders of $2.00 or more. We ship all orders possible by parcel post; 
however, larger orders will be shipped by express and will be express collect. To avoid delay 
and expense to you, send full remittance with your order. A 25 per cent deposit is required on all 
C.O.D. orders. C.O.D. shipments are not sent postpaid. 


DUE TO COST OF HANDLING we are unable to handle orders for less than 2.00. We do our 
best to ship orders same day received, but in some cases are unable to do so. All orders will be 
shipped as soon as possible after they are received. 


OUR SHIPPING SEASON usually siarts about November 1 or as early as possible after stock 
is perfectly dormant. If frosts are early we should be able to handle any order by December 1. The 
season usually ends about May 15. All orders will be shipped in rotation as they ar received. 


INSPECTION. All our stock is State and Federal inspected. In addition to these inspections we 
inspect each tree when it is dug from the nursery row. Each bundle is carefully packed, labeled 
with an inspection certificate, so as to reach you disease free and in good condition.
